HINGES. ON THE NATIONALISTS. |-

‘Fengtien’s representative who 
told Reuter this week that his 
Party anticipated a form of com- 
promise embracing a truce—if not 
apap the whole of China, as 
he sequel to the anticipated de- 
feat of General Yen Hsi-shan of 
Shansi, has looked very far into 
the dim future. 

Peking’s opinion was not 
exactly in the words given-but 
such is the impression derived. 

An era of compromise, if union 
cannot be affected, is highly de- 
sirable, but the wish may have 
been father to the thought. 

Result Not in Doubt. 


According to all precepts of|* 


modern warfare, Shansi’s defeat 
is only a matter of time, Feng- 
tien has now gained the ascen- 
dancy. The original retreat has 
been halted and the advance is 
progressing. Unless’ dissent 
breaks out in the Fengtien camp, 
or Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang (the 
“Christian general”) can turn the 
tide of the war, the result cannot 
be in doubt. 

If Shansi is crushed, there will 
be no buffer state between Feng- 
tien’s territory_and_the-provinces 
of Honan and Shensi held by the 
“Christian general.” 

Very Capable Strategist. 

Feng Yu-hsiang is a very capa- 
ble strategist. More, he is recog- 
nised as a very shrewd politician. 
In his present position, he will be 
at a disadvantage, ina military, 
geographic and political sense, in 
a@ campaign against his old-time 
rivals of Fengtien, who are now 
in power in Peking with an organ- 
isation known asthe Ankuochun. 

‘Y think the Ankuochun spokes- 
man.is right in predicting that 
the “Christian general” will give 
up Honan province once Shansi is 
crushed. _He may cur] himself up 
in Shensi, biding his time, or he 
may. even go further north-west’ 
(and, incidentally, nearer Mongo- 
lia and Russian help). : 

-Resisted Temptation, 

Fengtien’s vision is that the 
“Christian general,” as a factor in 
civil war, will have been removed. 
Without actual assistance from 
allies, of whom Yen Hsi-shan was 
a potential one, he has : resisted 
the temptation of another fling at 
Peking. . 

Tf he wanted to fight, he would 
have struck when Chiang Kai- 
shek was literally knocking: at the 
doors of Peking. Feng Yu-hsiang 
has been accepted as a leading 
light in the Nationalist Party. 
He has openly acknowledged the 
authority of Chiang Kai-shek as 
commander-in-chief and profess- 
ed his willingness to serve under 


im..- 
Political Psychology. 

That opportunity, a few months 
ago, was really good. Yet Feng 
Yu-hsiang preferred to remain in 
Honan, south . of the Yellow 
River.

SUGAR: PRICES. - 


PHILIPPINES PRODUCTS 
~ GOOD PROSPECTS. 


One of the most important de- 
velopments which may ~ suddenly 
boost the price of Philippine sugar 
in the world market, fs the decision 
of the planters of Cuba endorsing 
the proposal of President Machado 
to Nmit the production’ of Cuban 
sugar. Sto, Domingo has also 
agreed with Cuba to regulate its 
sugar output. New York sugar 
prices immediately went up when 
these decisions were published ac- 
cording to a communication recelv- 
ed at'the bureau of commerce and 
industry. ; 

The Cuban Congress, it is said, will 

ass the bill restricting the produc- 
ion of Cuban sugar.. The proposal 
recently advocated —by Presider( 
Machado woild: set a maximum 
yearly production of 4,000,000 toys 
of Cuban sugar, At present the 
production has a maximum limit of 
about 4,800,000 tons. The first re: 
atriction was made several years 
of sugar 
prices due to the overproduction of 
Cuban sugar. President Machado 
ordered the restriction’ of produc- 
tion by setting a quota for each 
plantation, beyond which they can- 
not put more sugar. . rae 

.This ‘restriction, however, was 
found ineffective as the prices still 
continued to-go down, . The latest 
proposal of President Machado. is 
calculated to save the ~ price of 
Cuban sugar. "" .

the new government. 


Diehards Give Way.

Alluding to what was called the 
Nationalist movement in China, 
Mr, Strawn said the difficulty was 
that those who belonged t@& this 
movement did’ not understand 
nationaliam as-we understood it. 
They ‘did not understand it {n the 
sense that sent thousands of young 
fellows to France to die.‘ By them 
nationalism was ‘interpreted to 
mean that o man’s firat duty was 
to his family.
